The 
ralated words are as follows: 
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[ Prayer is an Obligation | 
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Indeed, prayer has been decreed upon the believers, a decree 
of specified times. 


| Allah commands to pray | 
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And establish prayer and give the obligatory charity and bow 
with those who bow [in worship and obedience]. 
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And keep the prayer established, and pay the obligatory 
charity; and whatever good you send ahead for yourselves, 
you will find it with Allah; indeed Allah is seeing your deeds. 
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Maintain with care the [obligatory] prayers and [in particular] 
the middle prayer and stand before Allah, devoutly obedient. 
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And to establish prayer and fear Him." And it is He to whom 
you will be gathered. 
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[O Muhammad], tell My servants who have believed, to 
establish prayer and spend from what We have provided 
them, secretly and publicly, before a Day comes in which there 
will be no exchange, nor any friendships. 
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Indeed, |am Allah. There is no deity except Me, so worship Me 
and establish prayer for My remembrance. 
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O People who Believe, bow, and prostrate yourselves, and 
worship your Lord, and do good deeds in the hope of 
attaining salvation. 
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Therefore, keep the prayer established and give the 
obligatory charity, and hold fast to the rope of Allah; He is 
your Master; so what an excellent Master and what an 
excellent Supporter! 
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And establish prayer and give the obligatory charity and obey 
the Messenger — that you may receive mercy. 
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[Adhere to it], turning in repentance to Him, and fear Him and 
establish prayer and do not be of those who associate others 
with Allah. 
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Have you feared to present before your consultation charities? 
Then when you do not and Allah has forgiven you, then [at 
least] establish prayer and give the obligatory charity and obey 
Allah and His Messenger. And Allah is Acquainted with what 
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And they were not commanded except to worship Allah, 
[being] sincere to Him in religion, inclining to truth, and to 
establish prayer and to give the obligatory charity. And that is 
the correct religion. 
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So offer the prayers for your Lord, and perform the sacrifice. 
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| Prayer timings | 
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Establish prayer at the decline of the sun [from its meridian] 
until the darkness of the night and [also] the Qur'an of dawn. 
Indeed, indeed (the angels) witness the recitation of the 
Qur’an at dawn. 
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So proclaim the Purity of Allah when you witness the night and 
the morning. 
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And to Him is [due all] praise throughout the heavens and the 
earth and before the day ends and at noon. 
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And proclaim His Purity during the night, and when the stars 


turn back. 
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And keep the prayer established at the two ends of the day 
and in some parts of the night; indeed, good deeds wipe out 
the evil deeds; this is an advice to those who heed it.

| Etiquettes of prayer | 
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O you who have believed, do not approach prayer while you 
are intoxicated until you know what you are saying or ina state 


of janabah (Impurity), except those passing through [a place of 
prayer], until you have washed [your whole body]. And if you 
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are ill or on a journey or one of you comes from the place of 
relieving himself or you have contacted women and find no 
water, then seek clean earth and wipe over your faces and 
your hands [with it]. Indeed, Allah is ever Pardoning and 
Forgiving. 
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O children of Adam, take your adornment at every masjid, and 
eat and drink, but be not excessive. Indeed, He likes not those 
who commit excess.

Say, "Call upon Allah or call upon the Most Merciful. 
Whichever [name] you call to Him belong the best names." 


And do not recite [too] loudly in your prayer or [too] quietly 
but seek between that an [intermediate] way. 


Night prayer (Tahajud) | 
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And from [part of] the night, pray with it as additional 
[worship] for you; it is expected that your Lord will resurrect 
you to a praised station.

Indeed, your Lord knows, [0 Muhammad], that you stand [in 
prayer] almost two thirds of the night or half of it or a third of 
it, and [so do] a group of those with you. And Allah determines 
[the extent of] the night and the day. He has known that you 
[Muslims] will not be able to do it and has turned to you in 
forgiveness, so recite what is easy [for you] of the Qur'an. He 
has known that there will be among you those who are ill and 
others traveling throughout the land seeking [something] of 
the bounty of Allah and others fighting for the cause of Allah. 
So recite what is easy from it and establish prayer and give the 
obligatory charity and loan Allah a goodly loan. And whatever 
good you put forward for yourselves - you will find it with Allah. 
It is better and greater in reward. And seek forgiveness of 
Allah. Indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful.

| Friday prayer | 
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O you who have believed, when [the adhan] is called for the 
prayer on the day of Jumu’ah [Friday], then proceed to the 
remembrance of Allah and leave trade. That is better for you, 
if you only knew. 
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And when the prayer has been concluded, disperse within the 
land and seek from the bounty of Allah, and remember Allah 
often that you may succeed. 


| Curtailing obligatory prayer | 
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And when you travel throughout the land, there is no blame 
upon you for shortening the prayer, [especially] if you fear that 
those who disbelieve may disrupt [or attack] you. Indeed, the 
disbelievers are ever to you a clear enemy. 


| Prayer at the time of fear | 
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And when you are among them and lead them in prayer, let a 
group of them stand [in prayer] with you and let them carry 
their arms. And when they have prostrated, let them be [in 
position] behind you and have the other group come forward 
which has not [yet] prayed and let them pray with you, taking 
precaution and carrying their arms. Those who disbelieve wish 
that you would neglect your weapons and your baggage so 
they could come down upon you in one [single] attack. But 
there is no blame upon you, if you are troubled by rain or are 
ill, for putting down your arms, but take precaution. Indeed, 
Allah has prepared for the disbelievers a humiliating 
punishment. 
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So when you have offered your prayers remember Allah while 
standing, sitting and reclining; and when you feel secure, offer 
prayers in the usual manner; indeed prayers are a time bound 
obligatory duty upon the Muslims. 


| Prayer is one of the Qualities of the Righteous | 
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Who believe in the unseen, establish prayer, and spend out of 
what We have provided for them. 
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Righteousness is not that you turn your faces toward the east 
or the west, but [true] righteousness is [in] one who believes 
in Allah, the Last Day, the angels, the Book, and the prophets 
and gives wealth, in spite of love for it, to relatives, orphans, 
the needy, the traveller, those who ask [for help], and for 
freeing slaves; [and who] establishes prayer and gives the 
obligatory charity; [those who] fulfill their promise when they 
promise; and [those who] are patient in poverty and hardship 
and during battle. Those are the ones who have been true, and 
it is those who are the righteous. 
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You do not have any friends except Allah and His Noble 
Messenger and the believers who establish the prayer and pay 
the obligatory charity and are bowed down before Allah.

And this is a Book which We have sent down, blessed and 
confirming what was before it, that you may warn the mother 
of Cities (Makkah) and those around it.

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Indeed, the hypocrites [think to] deceive Allah, but He is 
deceiving them. And when they stand for prayer, they stand 
lazily, showing [themselves to] the people and _ not 
remembering Allah except a little. 
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And what prevents their expenditures from being accepted 
from them but that they have disbelieved in Allah and in His 
Messenger and that they come not to prayer except while they 
are lazy and that they do not spend except while they are 
unwilling. 


| Miscellaneous | 
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Have you not seen those who were told, "Restrain your hands 
[from fighting] and establish prayer and give zakah"? But then 
when fighting was ordained for them, at once a party of them 
feared men as they fear Allah or with [even] greater fear. They 


said, "Our Lord, why have You decreed upon us fighting? If only 
You had postponed [it for] us for a short time." Say, The 
enjoyment of this world is little, and the Hereafter is better for 
he who fears Allah. And injustice will not be done to you, 
[even] as much as a thread [inside a date seed]." 
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Satan only wants to cause between your animosity and hatred 
through intoxicants and gambling and to avert you from the 
remembrance of Allah and from prayer. So, will you not desist?

O People who Believe! The witnesses between you when 
death approaches any one of you, at the time of making a will, 
should be two reliable men from among you, or two from 
another tribe in case you are travelling in the land and the 
event of death approaches you; engage them after the 
prayers, and if you doubt, they must swear by Allah that, “We 
shall not exchange our oaths for any price even if he is a near 
relative, nor will we hide the testimony of Allah —if we do, then 
surely we are of the sinners”. 
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Say, "Indeed, my prayer, my rites of sacrifice, my living and my dying are for 


Allah, Lord of the worlds 
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So if they establish prayer, and give the obligatory charity, let 
them [go] on their way. Indeed, Allah is Forgiving and Merciful. 
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But if they repent, establish prayer, and give the obligatory 
charity, then they are your brothers in religion; and We detail 
the verses for a people who know. 
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But there came after them successors who neglected prayer 
and pursued desires; so they are going to meet evil. 
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Have you not seen that all those who are in the heavens and 
the earth praise Allah, and the birds with their wings spread 
(also praise Him)? Each one has learnt its prayers and its words 
of praise; and Allah knows their deeds. 
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O People who Believe! The slaves you possess and those 
among you who have not attained adulthood, must seek your 
permission on three occasions; before the dawn prayer, and 
when you remove your garments in the afternoon, and after 
the night prayer; these three times are of privacy for you; 
other than these three times, it is no sin for you or for them; 
moving about around you and among each other; and this is 
how Allah explains the verses for you; and Allah is All Knowing, 
Wise. 
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And no bearer of burdens will bear the burden of another. And 
if a heavily laden soul calls [another] to [carry some of] its load, 
nothing of it will be carried, even if he should be a close 
relative. You can only warn those who fear their Lord unseen 
and have established prayer. And whoever purifies himself 
only purifies himself for [the benefit of] his soul. And to Allah 
is the [final] destination. 
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About the criminals(41) [And asking them], "What put you into 
Hell?"(42) They will say, "We were not of those who 
prayed(43) Nor did we used to feed the poor(44) And we used 
to enter into vain discourse with those who engaged [in it](45) 
And we used to deny the Day of Recompense(46) Until 
death(or Day of resurrection) overcame us.
